At  about  8:07  P»  M.  it  exploded*  Without  visual  aid,  *'the  object  seemed 
to  explode,  shooting  out  into  many  pieces,  making  a small  amount  of  what 
appeared  to  be  smoke.  The  exploded  objects  (with  the  naked  eye)  appeared  to 


be  still*  They  gradually  faded  out  and  were  invisible  after  about  10  minutes* 
The  explosion  itself  was  not  seen  through  the  telescope  as  we  were 
trying  to  take  a picture  through  the  telescope  at  the  time*
